Olympian Cammi Granato has left Concordia to pursue a gold medal with the U.S. 
Olympic team, leaving the Stingers to pursue another Quebec championship and a gold 

5 migaal at the inaugural national championship without her.

Bishop’s Gaiters 20 
Concordia Stingers 19 


The Bishop’s Gaiters used the running game to defeat the Concordia Stingers 20-19 
before 3,500 hometown fans at Coulter Field in Lennoxville, Que., on Saturday afternoon. 

The Gaiters ran up 243 yards of rushing to send the Stingers packing. O.J. Burnett car- 
ried the ball 22 times for 140 yards, while quarterback Mark Stipe ran 14 times for 88 yards 
and one touchdown. Jeremy Tessier also chipped in 15 yards on three carries. It was the best 
outing from the Gaiters’ back field in the last five years. 

The Gaiters added 160 yards of passing for a net offence of 373 yards. Stipe complet- 
ed 12 of 21 passes. Defensively, linebacker Rob Smith had 14 tackles, including an impres- 
sive 11 solo tackles. 

The Stingers had a net offence of 273 yards. Fullback Scott Ashworth rolled up 82 yards 
on 16 carries. Four Concordia players were in double digits on. the tackling charts: tackle Jeff 
Anderson, 16; rush end Rob Balazic, 14; tackle Louis Daniele, 13; and linebacker Thom Hay, 
11. Also putting in a solid effort was kicker Dave Miller-Johnston who connected on three of 
four field goal attempts. He was successful from 34, 37 and 43 yards out. He grazed the goal 
post on his 45-yard miss.
